When Abraham was told to 
go away from his home and 
people, he did not know all the 
details of his journey, but he 
did not tarry around home be- 
cause he did not know where 
to go. “By faith Abraham, when 
he was called to go out into a 
place which he should after re- 
ceive for an inheritancé, obey- 
ed; and he went out, not know- 
ing whither he went.” (Heb. 11: 
8) 

Abraham’s obedience and ex- 
perience igs often referred to as 
a wise thing for him to do, but 
I’m afraid it is not considered 
wise for people to act in that 
way in these days. I see no rea- 
son why such a call to action 
now is not just as good for us 
as for him. He had God’s ap- 
proval, and God was certainly 
with him in all of his travels al- 
though it was a long time _ be- 
fore he knew where God intend- 
ed for him to make his home. 


If we had waited till we had 
all of th¢ details concerning 
the Church of God made known 
it would not have been started 
yet. But, like faithful Abraham, 
we ventured out not knowing 
the road except a very little to 
start with. We knew salvation 
as far as sanctification, but we 
knew almost nothing of the 
government. But, like the 
waters of the Jordan parted as 
the Israelites went forward, the 
Scriptures opened to our under- 
standing as we pressed our way 
in the right direction. ~ 


’ We heard a call to action, and 
we went at it without knowing. 
If we had seen the last great 
Assembly in vision seventeen 
years ago I guess it would have 
frightened us. If we had dream- 
ed of it at that time we would 
have looked upon the dream as 
nothing. If we had waited to 
start the Evangel till we had a 
ten thousand dollar printing 
plant and ten thousand sub- 
scriptions it would not have 
been started yet. If we had 


waited to get thirty thousand 


dollarg in our hands to build 
the great auditorium we would 
not have had any place for the 
Assembly thig year. 

There is now a call to action, 
‘but if our people are going to 
wait to see the results and un- 
derstand all the details before 
they move, the year will close 
before they get started. But we 
are not of that kind of material. 
We are ready for action, and we 
are ready for action now. Only 
let us know what is wanted and 
we are on the job. FT could not 
fee] free to make any move to- 
ward a preparation to print the 
Evangel and other literature in 
Spanish until the Assembly 
gave the orders to do so, but 
now already we have the plans 
partially matured and an order 
placed for the necessary equip- 
ment with only one dollar to 
start with, and this dollar was 
given by sister Ella Simmons of 
Wimauma, Fla. 

I am sure that thousands of 
people will rejoice over this lit- 


*tle bit of news. When the Evan- | 


gel was first started there was 
not even a penny given to start 
with, but now thre is one dollar 
in the treasury to help start this 


new enterprise. This is quite’ 


remarkable. It gives me much 
courage, and tonight I feel in- 


spired to push this on as rapid-. 
ly as possible, And by means of, 
this enterprise it will call into’ 


action a host of workers to 


carry this Spanish literature a- 
mong the Spanish speaking peo- 
ple. And this, means another 
call to action. 


When I have the great As- 
sembly back of me I am _ not 
afraid of anything. I confess I 
was afraid to commence the 
Evangel] at first and I held it off 
quite a while with a hope that 
some other way would open so 
I would not have to take any 
hand in it, But when I was 
pressed into it I turned loose 
and went into it with aH my 
heart and soul. I did not know 
like I know now. I have been 
over the road that has been a 
reality and not a mere myth. I 
do not yet know the future, but 
I do not stop because the future 
is vailed from my view. Tfiere 
is a call to action and 1 must

And it will 
be the duty of the district and 
state overseers to never stop 
till every detail of organization 
is completed. 

I am sure; and you are sure, 
that the Lord wants men who 
will obey promptly. As soon 
as sufficient time is given for 
the completion of this work we 
will have some special work for 
each church to do, in carrying 
into effect some more of the 
orders of the Assembly. This 
will be in connection with the 
Sunday-school interests and 
other things that I will not 
name now. 


I tell you, my dearly beloved, 
my heart is bent on obeying 
the orders of the Assembly in 
every detail, and if I call upon 
you to assist me you cannot 
do otherwise than heartily re- 
spond. This must be the great- 
est year of our lives.

I once 
knew a pastor who would talk 
about his members to some 
other members and he never a- 
mounted to anything, his work 
was all in vain. 

The duty of the deacon is to 
look after the welfare of the 
church and to look after sick 
folks and to investigate griev- 
ances. The Church of God is 
like a bee hive, they have a 
head ruler that keeps every- 
thing straight. There are no 
idle bees allowed to live in the 
hive, no dwarfs, no sickly ones 
but all are busy and each one 
performing his duty. Some 
make comb, others make hon- 
ey in the comb, some feed lit- 
tle ones and some watch the 
mouth of the gum as they are 
put there as a guard to watch 
for an enemy. Many times oth- 
er insects will come and try to 
rob. tapm but they find a guard 
at the entrance and they can’t 
get in, that is, when the hive is 
good and strong, but they are 
overpowered when they are 
weak and especially when there 
is no ruler in the hive. If it 
takes government with one rul- 
er at the head and othe, offi- 
cers under him even the little 
bee hive, how much more in 
the great Church of God? 
Thank God, we have it and are 
going to practice it and let the 
devil charge as much as he 
pleases. There are four classes 
of bees in a_ hive, the king, 
drones, guard and the working 
class, so the church has _ its 
General Overseer, state over- 
seers and district overseers. 
Like the bee hive it has its 
head ruler, then the guards un- 
der him to protect the hive, 
but, notice the head ruler in 
the hive never leaves the gum 
but the guards play around the 
gum where they can have com- 
munication with the head and 
give the alarm when anything 
harmful approaches from the 
outside. It is the same way in 
the church, the overseers or 
guards have a_ great deal to 
face in these days. They must 
be on the watch so they can 
give the alarm when any thing 
harmful approaches from the 
outside and we must work just 
as systematically as the bees In 
the bee hive. Among the work- 
ing class of the bees, we notice 
that some make comb, some 
put the honey in the comb, 
some carry wax, some carry 
water and some carry bee 
bread.

James. In every city in the 
country meetings are being, 
held, and people of the high | 
and low are endeavoring to, 
prove to their own satisfaction, | 
whether or not they can actual- 
ly get word from the dead. 
Some do it sincerely, while per-| 


haps the majority look intc it 
more for curiosity. 
There are many fakes and 


charlatans, trading by fraud on 
the credulence of the public, 
while other mediums have all 
the semblance of being able to 
establish some sort of commu- 
nication between the living and 
the dead. In this connection you 
will recall immediately King 
Saul’s visit to the witch of 
Endor, where he got in touch 
with Samuel, the prophet. You 
will also recall that the witch 
of Endor was condemned by the 
Hebrew law, because she was 
a witch. 

Then there is the ouija board 
that has been a veritable craze. 
At the University of Michigan, 
where there are more than five 
thousand students, the faculty 
had to rule that no ouija board 
could be kept in the dormitories 
because the students were ac- 
tually going wild about them— 
according to a recent newspa- 
per item.
